feeling of uneasiness and suppressed excite- 
ment in Wall street yesterday. Just before 
the close of the Stock Exchange stocks be- 
came weak, falling off several 
points.

New 
York 
Central 
balance-sheet for 


the year ending In September would 
be issued to-day, and would show a defi- 
ciency of several million dollars. At five 
o'clock the balance-sheet appeared, and 
then there was a sensation. It showed a 
deficit of 83,000,800. Hundreds of copies of 
the statement 
were quickly distributed 


and brokers 
anxiously 
discussed 
the 


showing. 
To offset 
the deficiency of 


18S4 there was only a surplus of S179,- 
024 left over from 18S3 and there was 
nothing to ort'set the great growth of funded 
and other debts. 
Channcey M. Depew said 


that he thought the deficiency of $3,000.000 
had been paid from the surplus and that a 
large surplus still remained, but he couldn't 
tell for certain, lie admitted that the road 
had sutfered from the rate war, but would 
not admit that tlie West Shore hat! caused 
the falling off. 


W. II. Vanderbilt refused to talk about 


the matter. At the Windsor Hotel last 
nig'it the assembled brokers talked wildly 
about the Central's condition. They thought 
the statement was a terrible blow to the 
road and to the stock market generally.

Death of Reuben K. Springer. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 11.—Reuben R. Springer 


died yesterday forenoon. 
lie is widely 


known for his magnificent gifts to the pub- 
lic, in the fonn of Music Hall, Exposition 
Buildings and College of Music, to which he 
has contributed within the past nine years 
about $300,000. He was eighty-four years 
old. His last illness was of very short 
duration. 
Mr. Springer became siightly 


indisposed on Sunday last, while attending 
service at the Cathedral, and kept his bed 
on Monday, but was up Tuesday and had 
jrcak fasted yesterday morning. He died in 
lis chair. Physicians say it was a case of 
paralysis of the heart

PRISON REFORM. 


A. jonferenco of Prison "\VarrtPns Held In 


Chicago—Plans Sui;£ft*tc<l for Improving 
tho Condition of Convicts. 
CHJCARO. Dec. 11.—The conference of 


prison wardens and other offlc.'r.i 01 pris- 
ons, reformatories and houses of correction 
throughout 
tiie United 
States, which 


opened Its sessionTuestiay night at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, reassembled yesterday at 
0:30 o'clock a. m. Between forty and fifty 
oflicials were present, besides a number 
of gentienit'ii who havo a philanthropic1 in- 
terest in the subject. 
The session is the 


first of the kind that has ever been held in 
this country. 
Its object is to compare 


method-, 
and 
theories 
for 
the 
pur- 


pose 
of 
instituting 
in 
ttie 
prison 


and reformatory systems of the country such 
improvements as 
are deemed feasible. 


The session w.is called to order h> Super- 
int-'ndent Kelton, of the Chicago Bridewell. 
The Committee on Permanent Organisation 
reported, offering the names of thu follow- 
ing gentlemen lo be ita officers: Michael J. 
Cassidy, Warden of the Eastern PeniV ntiry 
at Philadelphia, Cliair.,u,i: !•'. U, Wines, 
of the State Board of C-ia'itIi">. and John 
C. Whiton, ot tne Boston liuform School, 
for Secretaries. The subject for discussion 
at the morning session was, "Methods of 
Management and Details of Internal Con- 
trol." Chairman Cassidy, SiipTintp'ulent 
Brockway, of tiie Einiira 
Reformatory, 


Warden Petrio, of the Ohio Penitentiary 
and Superintendent Charlton, of the Indiana 
Reform School, delivered addresses on tho 
topic. 


The proceedings in tlie afternoon were 


taken up mostly with a discussion on prison 
labor. Ward™ McCiaugBrey stated that 
both the sy-tem of working art State ac- 
count and the contract system had been 
tried 
in 
the 
prison 
over 
which 


he officiated, 
and 
from his experience 


he was 
forced to the conclusion that 


the State-aaoount syslvin would not ap»ly 
to a well-filled penitentiary where diversity 
of industry was required. This opinion 
was concurred in by Wardens Salter of Illi- 
nois, Wriaht of Alleghany, Pa,, Willis of 
Missouri, Pound of 'Michiy,*.!. Dodge of New 
Hampshire, Crossley of Iowa, Iteed of Min- 
nesota, Curler of Wisconsin, and Colonel 
Blunt of the military prison. 


Warden Bru-h, of Sing Sing, said the 


question now forgin* to the trout was that 
of labor or no labor in the penitentiary. Tlie 
people of California had prohibited such 
employment by constitutional amendim,;nt, 
and similar action might be expected in 
other States. 
He believed that the pris- 


oner should be employed, and his labor 
should be productive." He suggested that 
the prisoners might be allowed certain 
wages for their labor, and thus furnished 
with a nest-egg on leaving the prison. He 
gave it/.as his opinion that very few ever 
returned to the penitentiary for a secon.1 
term. 


Warden Brockway, of Elmira, X. 1"., op- 


pose:! the contract system, for the reason 
that it prevented the complete reformation 
of the prisoner, He belie-,ed that some 
system should he MUblislu-d which would 
give to each prisoner the excels of his 
wages over the cost of his maintenance. 


Warden Cas.sidy, of Philadelphia, said 


that the laboring classes had some rights 
which society and the State shou'id respect, 
lie doubted whether the btate had the 
right to farm out its convict labor. 


The county jail system was denounced by 


F. II. Wines, Secretary of the Illinois State 
Board of Charities, and by Jlr. Rounds, Sec- 
retory of the National Prisoners' Associa- 
tion.
